Alumnus  William  Walsh  IV  ’85  speaks  to 
SJC  Students  About  Conditions  in  Israel 


On  March  21st,  William  Walsh  IV  ’85  spoke  to  history  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled  in  History  Professor  Phil  Posey’s  “Modern 
Middle  East”  class  about  his  personal  experiences  in  Israel. 

Walsh  gave  the  students  background  information  about  events  lead¬ 
ing  up  to  the  current  Israel  and  Palestine  conflict;  his  mother-in- 
law,  Bernadette  Qattan,  and  wife,  Suha,  also  shared  personal  sto¬ 
ries  about  life  for  Christian  Palestinians  in  Israel. 

“I've  never  given  a  talk  about  this  before,”  Walsh  said.  “I  hope  I 
provided  a  different  perspective  about  a  topic  that  Americans  are 
very  interested  in  these  days.” 

After  graduating  from  Harvard  Law  School,  Walsh  went  to  work 
with  legal  aids  in  Georgia  and  Illinois  for  approximately  six  years. 
He  originally  relocated  to  Israel  to  work  with  a  legal  aid  office 
there,  but  became  involved  with  a  variety  of  non-governmental  or¬ 
ganizations  and  projects.  Walsh  married  and  left  Israel  in  1997. 
Currently,  he,  his  wife  and  two  children  live  in  Louisville,  where 
he  is  an  attorney  specializing  in  civil  litigation  with  Tilford,  Dob¬ 
bins,  Alexander,  Buckaway  and  Black. 

Posey  believes  Walsh’s  presentation  was  successful.  “I  was  very 
pleased  with  the  kind  of  larger  scope  he  [and  his  family]  gave  to 
the  students  about  Middle  East  issues.  He  provided  students  with  a 
viewpoint  quite  different  from  what  is  reflected  through  the  United 
States’  media,”  he  said. 
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At  the  end  of  January, 
the  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  Mock  Trial  team 
competed  in  the  2002 
Regional  Mock  Trial 
Tournament  at  Weber  State  University  in  Ogden,  Utah. 
Of  the  25  participating  teams,  SJC’s  team  was  among 
the  eight  that  qualified  for  a  bid  to  The  American  Intercol¬ 
legiate  Mock  Trial  Tournament,  which  took  place  in  Saint 
Petersburg,  Florida,  April  1 2- 14th,  at  Stetson  Law  School.

Kuhn  and  Co.  in  Chicago. 


A  variety  of  topics  were  covered  by  the  panelists,  in¬ 
cluding  the  possibility  of  stricter  regulations  for  account¬ 
ing  firms,  the  amount  of  pressure  placed  on  businesses 
to  produce  favorable  financial  statements,  and  the  im¬ 
portance  of  ethics  in  the  professional  world. 

"This  is  a  monumental  event  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States;  it’s  a  good  idea  to  bring  experts  in  and  get  their 
opinions,”  Scherb  said.

Ex-Skinhead  Addresses  Racial  Tolerance 
During  Black  History  Month 

Frank  Meeink,  a  nationally 
recognized  lecturer  on  the 
importance  of  racial  toler¬ 
ance,  visited  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  on  February  19th  to 
speak  to  students  and  faculty 
about  his  past  experiences  as 
a  former  skinhead  leader  and 
Neo-Nazi  recruiter. 

While  a  skinhead,  Meeink  par¬ 
ticipated  in  brutal  crimes,  at¬ 
tacking  people  of  other  cultures 
as  well  as  rival  skinhead  gangs. 
It  wasn't  until  he  was  17  that 
Meeink  was  finally  imprisoned  for  torturing  a  rival 
skinhead  gang  member.  During  his  three-year  stay  in 
prison,  he  befriended  many  people  he  thought  he  once 
hated,  but  it  wasn’t  until  Meeink  was  working  along¬ 
side  a  Jewish  man  after  his  release  that  he  learned  how 
wrong  his  former  beliefs  were. 

“God  showed  me  the  way  with  facts,”  he  said.  “God  put 
people  in  my  life  to  prove  me  wrong.”

David  Banks  ’02  said  he  was  inspired  by  Meeink’s  story. 
“For  a  human  being  to  go  through  so  much  and  then 
have  the  courage  to  tell  his  story  ....  You  can  take  so 
many  lessons  from  his  story  and  apply  it  to  any  area  of 
your  life,”  he  said. 

SJC  Adds  Habitat  For  Humanity 
Course  to  Core  Curriculum 

For  the  2002  winter  semester.  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
offered  a  new  course  specifically  focusing  on  Habitat 
for  Humanity  International,  a  Christian  organization 
dedicated  to  providing  affordable  housing  for  low-in- 
come  families.  Entitled  “The  Christian  Principles  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity  International,”  the  course  was 
added  to  the  Core  10  curriculum.  SJC  joins  Sterling  Col¬ 
lege  in  Sterling,  Kansas,  as  one  of  the  few  colleges  and 
universities  offering  a  course  that  focuses  on  the  foun¬ 
dations  and  Christian  principles  of  Habitat. 

Director  of  Television  and  Associate  Professor  of  Com¬ 
munication  Fred  Berger,  both  the  creator  and  professor 
of  the  class,  normally  teaches  communication-related 
courses  and  Core  classes  focusing  on  specific  media  is¬ 
sues,  but  commented  that  he  always  wanted  to  educate 
people  about  the  need  for  Christian  service. 

“The  class  is  a  great  springboard  to  life  -  it  [asked]  you 
to  put  your  faith  into  action,”  said  Berger,  the  faculty 
advisor  for  the  College’s  Habitat  chapter  and  president 
of  the  Jasper  County  affiliate.  “You  say  you're  a  Chris¬ 
tian?  Let’s  see  it.” 

The  course  focused  on  Habitat  founder  Millard  Fuller’s 
“theology  of  the  hammer,”  which  encourages  Christians 
to  show  their  faith  through  actions  and  not  simply 
through  words,  and  utilized  specific  pieces  of  Habitat 
reading  material  as  well  as  presentations  by  SJC  faculty 
members  about  the  relationship  between  Christian  ser¬ 
vice  and  their  specific  disciplines.  Course  requirements 
included  research  papers,  10  hours  of  Habitat-related 
volunteer  work,  and  various  projects. 

“We  may  be  of  many  different  religious  backgrounds 
and  have  different  roots,  but  when  you  get  people  to¬ 
gether  on  a  job  site,  it  brings  them  together  for  a  core 
belief  they  all  share,”  he  said. 


Meeink’s  first  speech  took  place  in  a  fourth  grade  class¬ 
room  shortly  after  the  Oklahoma  City  bombing  occurred, 
and  has  since  appeared  on  such  programs  as  “20/20,” 
“The  Today  Show,”  and  “Frontline,”  and  been  featured 
on  channels  such  as  MTV  and  The  Discovery  Channel.

The 
appropriation  from  the  Veteran’s  Administration/Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Economic  Development  Initiative  will  be 
used  to  stabilize  the  building’s  exterior,  therefore  preventing  fur¬ 
ther  deterioration  and  allowing  for  future  restoration. 


Drexel  Hall 

Receives 

$500,000 

Appropriation 


For  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  Drexel  Hall  is  listed  on  the 
Historic  Landmarks  Foundation  of  Indiana’s  “10  Most  Endan¬ 
gered  List,”  a  list  of  Hoosier  landmarks  in  danger  of  destruction. 

“Drexel  Hall  is  one  of  our  community’s  most  visible  historic 
structures,”  said  Judy  Kanne,  President  of  the  Historic 
Preservation  Association  of  Jasper  County.  “We  are  hoping  from 
its  old  life,  this  structure  can  continue  standing  with  a  new 
puipose  in  its  future,  [as  well  as]  compliment  the  surrounding 
community.” 

In  comparison  to  other  appropriations  in  Indiana,  Drexel  ranked 
fourth  out  of  nine  in  dollars  received;  on  a  national  level,  it 
ranked  fifth  out  of  23.  The  Drexel  appropriation  is  one  of  only 
three  such  earmarks  that  the  Historic  Landmarks  Foundation 
was  seeking  on  behalf  of  local  projects  this  year. 


Maureen  Egan  ‘90,  Vice  President  for  Institutional  Advance¬ 
ment  and  Marketing  and  a  member  of  the  Drexel  Hall  Task 
Force,  commented  that  plans  for  the  building  are  uncertain, 
but  are  actively  being  discussed. 

“The  main  goal  at  this  point  is  stabilization  to  prevent  further 
deterioration  of  such  a  historic  building,”  she  said.  “Once  the 
building  has  been  stabilized,  it  will  be  much  more  attractive  to 
a  developer  who  has  an  appropriate  and  viable  reuse  for  [it].” 


Biology  and  Environmental 
Science  Professor  Receives  $7,000 
in  Restoration  Grants 


Biology  and  Environmental  Science  Professor  Robert  Brodman 
was  recently  awarded  with  a  $5,000  grant  from  NIPSCO’s  En¬ 
vironmental  Challenge  Fund  for  Wetland  and  Prairie  Restora¬ 
tion,  and  a  $2,000  grant  from  U.S.  Fish  &  Wildlife. 

“[The  grants  will  be  used]  to  complete  the  wetland  work  on 
one  site,  create  a  nursery  for  native  prairie  plants  that  will  be 


used  to  seed  the  prairie  restoration,  and  to  begin  the  wet¬ 
land  restoration  at  the  second  site,”  Brodman  explained. 

The  restoration  will  make  up  the  majority  of  the  College’s 
new  62-acre  Environmental  and  Biological  Field  Sta¬ 
tion,  to  be  used  for  conservation,  education,  and  research. 

“[The  station  will]  preserve  a  variety  of  habitat  types  - 
forest,  prairie,  oak  savanna,  and  wetland  -  in  a  natural 
state  that  are  sufficiently  large  enough  ...  to  provide  habi¬ 
tat  for  populations  of  plants  and  animals,”  Brodman  said, 
adding  that  the  project  will  also  provide  a  “site  for  long¬ 
term  environmental  and  conservation  biology  research.” 

Work  on  the  field  station  is  scheduled  to  begin  during 
the  fall  semester. 

Computer  Upgrade 

This  summer,  Saint  Joseph’s  College  will  spend  almost 
$90,000  undertaking  a  large-scale  computer  upgrade  on 
campus,  the  beginning  of  a  four-year  replacement  plan 
for  all  campus  computers.  By  the  end  of  the  summer, 
159  upgrades  will  have  taken  place. 

“In  the  past,  the  individual  departments  decided  whether 
to  spend  money  for  computer  purchases.  The  result  was 
that  we  now  have  a  large  number  of  computers  that  are 
slow  and  lack  the  resources  needed  to  run  a  lot  of  the 
new  software  that  is  available,”  explained  Director  of 
Computing  Sciences  Matt  Muller.  “This  replacement 
plan  centralizes  the  purchasing  of  computers  and  allows 
us  to  replace  old  ones  before  they  have  been  around  sev¬ 
eral  years  beyond  their  useful  lifetimes.” 

Roughly  half  of  these  upgrades  will  consist  of  new  com¬ 
puters,  54  of  which  are  already  on  campus.  These  new 
computers  have  a  1 .6  gigahertz  processor,  256  mega¬ 
bytes  of  RAM,  40  gigabytes  hard  drive,  a  CD-Rom  drive, 
a  250  megabyte  Zip  drive,  a  17-inch  monitor,  a  sound 
card  and  speakers. 

These  54  computers  have  been  purchased  with  a  tech¬ 
nology  fee  charged  to  students  and  will  be  placed  in  lo¬ 
cations  accessible  to  students  or  for  class  use. 

“It  should  make  using  the  computers  a  much  more  en¬ 
joyable  experience,”  said  Muller.  “The  computers  that 
will  be  replaced  this  year  are  anywhere  from  six  to  nine 
years  old  ....  Once  we  get  into  the  second  year  of  this 
replacement  plan,  we  will  be  able  to  seriously  look  at 
upgrading  some  of  the  software  currently  in  use.” 

Twenty-five  more  computers  will  be  ordered  before  the 
end  of  June,  some  of  which  will  be  purchased  using  funds 
from  the  operating  budget  and  will  be  used  for  upgrad¬ 
ing  administrative  offices,  including  the  Admissions 
Office  and  the  Office  of  the  Registrar.

Beth  Hollenbeck  was  accepted 
into  Columbia  College  Chicago’s  Arts,  Entertainment,  and 
Media  Management  program,  and  Hannah  Pace  will  be¬ 
gin  graduate  classes  in  music  at  SJC  this  summer.  Katie 
Mack  will  study  Neuroscience  at  the  Medical  College  of 
Wisconsin,  and  David  Banks  and  Kristen  Hall  will  both 
attend  law  school;  Banks  at  Regent  University  in  West 
Virginia  and  Hall  at  Valparaiso  University’s  School  of  Law.

“Teaching  Scholars”  at  SJC

academic  year.  Saint  Joseph’s  College  jun¬ 
ior  Todd  Huff  discovered  a  way  to  make  contemplat¬ 
ing  one’s  navel  a  useful  academic  exercise  for  a  group 


of  local  high  school  students. 


Huff,  a  member  of  the  SJC  Teaching  Scholars  Pro¬ 
gram,  designed  and  taught  a  lesson  that  uses  the  hu¬ 
man  body  as  a  way  to  learn  about  ratios.  In  this  activ¬ 
ity,  students  calculated  the  ratio  of  their  heights  com¬ 
pared  to  the  height  of  their  navels  and  discovered  that, 
student  to  student,  the  ratio  of  these  measurements 
were  approximately  equal  and  consistent  with  the 
golden  ratio,  a  ratio  of  approximately  1:618,  which 
has  been  consciously  used  in  art  and  architecture  since 
early  civilization. 

“The  golden  ratio  is  present  in  nature,”  Huff  said,  “in¬ 
cluding  the  human  body.”  By  introducing  high  school 
students  to  this  notion.  Huff  was  trying  to  help  stu¬ 
dents  develop  mathematical  skills  and  “connect  math¬ 
ematics  to  realms  outside  mathematics.” 

These  goals  are  central  to  the  Teaching  Scholars  Pro¬ 
gram,  a  project  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation.  SJC  is  one  of  10  col¬ 
leges  to  receive  a  $30,000  grant  for  the  program, 
which  was  designed  by  the  Council  for  Independent 
Colleges.  The  program  encourages  college  students 
interested  in  teaching  math  to  develop  ways  to  pro¬ 
vide  students  in  grades  six  through  12  with  hands-on 
experience  in  mathematics.  At  SJC,  students  just 
completed  their  first  year  of  the  two-year  program 


and  have  already  pro¬ 
vided  numerous  mean- 
^  ~  i  n  g  fu  1  experiences 

with  math  for  students  at  the  Rensselaer  Central 
Middle  and  High  Schools. 

Appealing  to  students’  taste  buds,  Sarah  Morningstar, 
a  junior  Chemistry  major  and  Mathematics  and  Sec¬ 
ondary  Education  minor,  developed  a  lesson  for  a  high 
school  Probability  and  Statistics  class  called  “Choco¬ 
late  Mathematics:  ’What  is  it  about  the  green  ones?’, 
referring  to  an  M&M®  candy  advertising  campaign. 

In  the  activity,  students  compared  the  number  of  green 
and  brown  M&Ms®  in  a  package  and  determined 
whether  they  could  predict  the  number  of  green 
M&Ms®  based  on  the  number  of  brown  M&Ms®  in 
any  given  package.  Using  data  that  the  class  gathered 
from  individual  samples,  students  created  scatter  plots 
and  charted  their  findings. 

“This  activity  ...  provide[s]  students  with  a  way  to 
take  what  they  are  learning  in  their  Probability  and 
Statistics  course  and  apply  their  knowledge  to  things 
[they]  see  at  home  and  at  school  every  day,” 
Morningstar  said.  “It  serves  as  an  introductory  les¬ 
son  to  linear  regression,  and  gives  students  something 
to  reflect  upon  if  they  have  questions  in  a  future  les¬ 
son  [about]  linear  regression.” 

Hoping  to  alert  students  to  the  “miracle  of  math  in 
everyday  life,”  senior  Luke  Schafer  taught  a  group  of 
high  school  students  about  Erastothenes,  a  mathema¬ 
tician  born  in  276  BC  who  was  the  first  to  accurately 
estimate  the  diameter  of  the  Earth. 
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Elizabeth  Lipinski,  a  sopho¬ 
more  Computer  Science  major 
and  Mathematics  minor,  and 
Lisa  Grilliot,  a  freshman  Math¬ 
ematics  major  and  Secondary 
Education  minor,  used  a  sonic 
motion  detector  in  their  lessons. 
Lipinski  used  the  device  to 
gather  data  about  a  bouncing 
ball  with  an  Algebra  I  class.  The 
class  used  the  data  to  form  qua¬ 
dratic  equations.  Grilliot  used 
the  motion  detector  to  gather 
data  in  her  experience  helping 
a  seventh  grade  class  under¬ 
stand  a  graph  called  a  box-and- 
whiskers  data  plot. 


Feedback  from  middle  and  high 
school  students  who  have  par¬ 
ticipated  in  these  classes  indi¬ 
cates  that  “hands-on”  helps  stu¬ 
dents  understand  better  and  be¬ 
come  more  involved  in  the  ma¬ 
terial.  “Letting  us  be  the  data  in¬ 
stead  of  just  giving  us  the  data 
helped  me  understand  better,”  said  a  seventh  grader 
who  participated  in  Grilliot’s  data  plot  class.  A  stu¬ 
dent  in  one  of  Huff’s  classes  said,  “I  liked  how  we 
didn’t  just  sit  around  and  read  in  a  book.  I  don’t  like 
science  that  much,  but  I  do  like  to  do  activities.”  One 
student  summed  up  her  experience  in  Grilliot’s  class 
by  calling  it  “fun  and  educational  at  the  same  time.” 

Student  feedback  also  indicates  that  hands-on  activi¬ 
ties  help  students  understand  that  math  plays  a  cru¬ 
cial  role  in  “real  world”  experiences.  In  a  class  that 
asked  students  to  track  the  relationship  between  wa¬ 
ter  temperature  and  depth,  an  eighth  grade  student

The  Teaching  Scholars  Program  will  continue  into 
the  2002-03  school  year,  but  in  the  meantime,  suc¬ 
cessful  lesson  plans  have  already  been  posted  on 
the  website  for  interested  instructors  to  use  in  their 
own  classrooms.

“Erastothenes  used  his  knowledge  of  geometry  and 
trigonometry  to  determine  the  circumference  of  the 
Earth  using  only  a  few  small  measurements,”  Schafer 
said.  With  his  students,  Schafer  used  spheres  and  light 
sources  to  measure  shadows,  an  experiment  that  dem¬ 
onstrates  the  principles  that  Erastothenes  actually 
used.  “This  [gives]  the  students  the  ability  to  under¬ 
stand  how  Erastothenes  used  his 
simple  knowledge  to  estimate 
something  in  a  time  where  some 
people  still  believed  the  Earth 
to  be  flat.” 


noted  that  “Math  is  important  in  science  in  all  of  the 
formulas  and  equations  used  to  find  specific  pieces 
of  information.  This  project  helped  me  to  use  math  in 
science.”  In  the  same  class,  another  student  said, 
“Without  math,  science  would  not  be  possible.  This 
project  helped  me  to  [know]  math  was  important  when 
I  realized  I  had  to  use  math  to  finish  every  single  step.” 


The  Teaching  Scholars  Program 
is  also  a  great  help  to  the  SJC  stu¬ 
dents  who  develop  and  present 
the  lessons,  said  Program  Direc¬ 
tor  Dr.  Karen  Donnelly.  “Most  of 
the  scholars  involved  plan  to  be¬ 
come  teachers,”  she  said.  “This 
program  gives  them  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  work  with  students  and  al¬ 
lows  them  to  use  their  math  tal¬ 
ents  creatively.” 

Morningstar  added  there  are  very 
practical  skills  she  and  her  peers 
are  gaining  from  this  program. 
“[It]  is  teaching  us  time  manage¬ 
ment  skills,  setting  and  meeting 
deadlines,  and  working  with 
teachers  in  a  professional  setting. 
We  are  also  learning  how  to  deal 
with  unplanned  situations  .  .  .  . 
We  need  to  be  able  to  adjust  to  any 
situation  to  ensure  that  our  lessons 
will  succeed  in  the  classroom.” 
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McFarland  Wins  Teaching 
Excellence  Award 

t  SJC’s  Academic  Awards  Banquet  on  April  16th, 
Rev.  Tim  McFarland,  C.PP.S.  ‘78  was  presented 
with  the  Teaching  Excellence  Award,  an  award  presented 
annually  to  a  professor  for  his  or  her  contributions  to 
and  achievements  in  teaching  and  academic  research. 

"My  teaching  philosophy  can  be  summarized  in  two 
words:  inquisitiveness  and  integration,”  said  McFarland. 

On  inquisitiveness:  “I  try  to  get  students  to  be  critical 
and  ask  questions  ....  I  tell  my  Core  students,  ‘You 
should  always  hear  my  voice  in  the 
back  of  your  mind  saying  ‘Why? 

Why?’  I  also  tell  them  that  by  the  end 
of  the  class  they  should  be  saying,  ‘My 
brain  hurts !’....  I  try  to  get  them  to  ask 
questions  and  I  try  to  give  them  the 
tools  to  effectively  ask  the  right  ques¬ 
tions.” 

On  integration:  "I  think  in  terms  of  inte¬ 
gration  in  large  part  because  of  my  dis¬ 
cipline.  In  theology  we  often  have  to 
come  to  terms  with  information  from  a 
number  of  different  areas  ....  My  area  of 
emphasis,  health  care  ethics,  [is  represen¬ 
tative  of  this,  as  it]  includes  a  consider¬ 
ation  not  only  of  ethical  concerns,  but 
also  of  science  and  medicine.” 

McFarland  has  taught  classes  such  as 
Moral  Theology,  Survey  of  Christian  History,  Bioeth¬ 
ics,  Cores  Two  through  Four  and  Seven  through  Ten. 
He  has  served  on  a  variety  of  committees  and  partici¬ 
pated  in  numerous  faculty  development  seminars.

Joseph’s  College  "tremendous.”  "He  has  shown  extraor¬ 
dinary  abilities  in  promoting  the  love  of  learning  and 
enrich[ing]  students’  learning  experience  beyond  the 
classroom,”  she  said. 

Examples  of  Posey’s  dedication  to  students’  academic 
experience  are  numerous.  He  has  frequently  taken  stu¬ 
dents  in  his  Civil  War  course  on  a  camping  trip  to  Ken¬ 
tucky  to  observe  the  reenactment  of  the  Battle  of 
Perryville.  He  has  engaged  students  in  the  Civil  War 
Symposium  at  the  Chicago  Historical  Society  Museum, 
the  Model  United  Nations  at  Butler  University,  and  the 
Model  Arab  league  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan.  He  has 
directed  four  student  tours  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  two  tours  of  Western  Europe,  and 
tours  of  Eastern  Europe  and  China. 

SJC  sophomore  Eric  Hall  said  he  ad¬ 
mired  Posey’s  passion  for  history  and 
his  love  of  students.  “Phil  Posey  is  truly 
an  excellent  professor,  in  that  he  brings 
his  heart  and  soul  into  the  classroom 
with  him  every  day  ....  He  is  con¬ 
stantly  striving  to  find  ways  to  bring 
living  history  to  the  classroom.” 

Posey  retires  this  summer  after  33  years 
of  service  to  the  College,  for  which  [re 
was  recognized  at  a  reception  in  April.
